LONDON, Oct, 22.—( By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The correspondence in regard to 
the bimetallic proposal of the United 
States monetary commission was _is- 
sued by the Foreign Office this evening.

At the conference held at the For- 
eign Office on July 12, the Premier, 
Marquis of Salisbury; the Secretary 
of State for Indian, Lord George Ham- 
fiton; the Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
Sir Michael Hicks-Beach; the First 
Lord of the Treasury, A. J. Balfour: 
the United States Ambassador, Col. 
John Hay, and the United States mone- 
tary commissioners, Senator Edward 0. 
Wolcott of Colorado, ex-Vice-President 
Adiai E. Stevenson of' Illinois and Gen. 
Charies Jackson Payne of Massachu- 
setts were present. 

On the invitation of the British 
Premier, Senator Wolcott explained the 
object of the mission. 

The Marquis of Salisbury asked if 
France were ready to open her mints 
to free coinage, and Benator Wolcott 
replied, “Yes.” 

The Premier, thereupon, inquired at 
what ratio France would open her 
mints. Senator Wolcott said at 15%, 
adding that the American envoys had 
accepted this ratio.

THE MONEY IS SAFE. 


Knights of Pythias Expect to Real- 
ize on the Lexington Hotel. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
CHICAGO, Oct. 22.—The creditors of 
the Lexington Hotel have agreed on 
John W. Gray of Lyon, Gray & Co., 
as receiver, and he will be appointed 
by Judge Dunn. Of the $200,000 of 
funds of the Endowment Rank of the 
Knights of Pythias invested in the 
property, H. B. Stolte, secretary of 
the board of control, said: “We have 
$192,500 worth of first-mortgage bonds 
on that building. There is $10,500 in 
back interest due us. The bonds are 
for fifteen years at 6 per cent. inter- 
est. They were purchased at par 
from different bankers and brokers at 
different times. There are only $350,000 
of mortgage bonds outstanding on the 
building. We hold the building to be 
worth over $800,000. The rules of our 
board permit us to invest our surplus 
above death claims due in bonds of this 
character. We estimate that the hotel 
and the stores in the building should 
yield an annual rental of $66,000. The 
fixed charges against this are $54,000. 
leaving a balance of income about 
$11,500, with which a sinking fund 
could be created. 

“We certainly think that with this 
showing of what the hotels should pay 
and what its expenses or fixed charges 
are, our investment was a good one. 
Our interest is only temporarily tied 
up. We have now a surplus fund of 
$415,000 invested in securities, and have 
a cash balance of $43,131 on hand. We 
can meet all claims promptly, and 
are not embarrassed.”

PRINCETON (N. J.,) Oct. 22.—The 
Gist birthday of Princeton University 
Was celebrated here today. Unusual 
interest was manifested in the com- 
memoration on account of the presence 
of ex-President Grover Cleveland and 
Lord Aberdeen, Governor-General of 
Canada. After an address by Grover 
the degree of Doctor of 
Laws was conferred upon Lord Aber- 
deen. 

The subject of Grover Cleveland’s ad- 
dress was “‘The Self-Made Man.” He 
said in part: ‘ 

“The merit of the successful .man 
who has struggled with difficulties and 
disadvantages must be judged by the 
kind of success he has achieved; by the 
use he makes of it and by its effect 
upon his character and life. If his 
success is clean and wholesome; if he 
uses it to make his fellows better and 
happier, and if he faithfully responds 
to all the obligations of a liberal, pub- 
lic-spirited and useful citizen, his 


gtruggles should add immensely to the 


honor and consideration he deserves. 
If, on the other hand, his success is 
of the grasping, sordid kind; if he 
clutches {it closely for his selfish grati- 
fication, and if with such success he 
js bankrupt in character, sordidly 
mean, useless as a citizen or of evil 
influences in his relations with his fel- 
low-men, his struggles should not save 
him from contempt. Wealth should by 
no means be disparaged as represent- 
ing success, provided it is accompanied 
by .a reasonable realization of the ob- 
ligations its possession imposes. We 
cannot attempt to fix the extent of 
these obligations, but we are entitled to 
insist that in the race for riches the 
feeling and sentiment that makes good} 
‘citizenship should not,be stifled, and 
that. the rich, directly by charity and 
beneficence, or indirectly through their 
liberal enterprise and active thrift, 


phould do something for humanity and 
_the public good. If, wealth is the best 
‘that can be exhibited as a result of 


‘puccess, it ought to make its fair con- 
tribution to the welfare of society. This 
burden should not be altogether shifted 
upon those who, through riches, con- 
stantly give from the results of their 
nobler successes, gifts that exalt hu- 


_~manity.. We have. a. right to complain 


of the rich, if, after spending their 
lives in.gathering wealth, they find in 
its possession no mandate of duty and 
‘mo pleasure, save in the inactive and 
pordid contemplation of their hoard.” 
In referring to ‘‘one particular condi- 
.tion of American life which sadly needs 


ithe active and persistent interposition 


of a well-constructed and _ well-pre- 
served self-made man,” he said: ‘“‘Evi- 
dence is constantly accumulating that 
at no point can he do more vitally 
useful work than in the field of poli- 
tics: The fact that this word, signify- 
-{ng the science of government and ad- 
ministration of public affairs, is asso- 
ciated in the mind with sharp manipu- 
lations and smooth deceit, - plainly. 
shows how badly it been ‘soiled 
with all ignoble use.’ The contempt 
with which self-seeking candidacy and 
party subserviency, even in a canvass 
now pending speaks of disinterested 
citizens who are organized to secure | 
good government as a ‘modern school 
of doctrinaries’’and as ‘colloge profes- 
sors,’ startlingly illustrates how confi- 
dently arrogant partisanship dares to 
insult thoughtful and intelligent citi- 
zenship. ‘Since hope 6f the~ per- 
tual endurance of our government as 
he source of priceless benefit to the 
American people and as proof of man’s 
right and fitness to govern himself, 
must rest upon the people’s_intelli- 
gence and patriotism, those should be 
carefully protected. against malign 
agencies which continually attempt to 
undermine them, and should be con- 
stantly supported and reinforced by the 
thoughtful, educated men of the land. 

“Already a dangerous advantage has

SAGE SAYS IT IS NOT SO. 


HE IS NOT ORGANIZING A UNION 
PACIFIC SYNDICATE, 


Thinks the Government Should Get 
a Fair Return — Gen. Samuel 
Thomas Thinks the Road is 
Worth the Full Debt. 


{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


NEW YORK, Oct. 22.—Russell Sage 
makes an emphatic and specific denial 
today of the report that he is at the 
head of an opposition pool to buy in the 
Union Pacific road. 

“There is nothing uncertain about my 
attitude in this Union Pacific affair,’’ 
Mr. Sage said. 

“T think it is due to the people of this 
country that the government should 
get a fair return for what it gave the 
Union Pacific, and if it shall appear 
later that something different is right, 
Congress should see that it is done. Un- 
less the President is perfectly clear in 
his own mind that his.legal advisers 
are right in their conclusions, the ques- 
tion would bear postponing until Con- 
gress meets and can discuss it. Then 
the situation will bring out what is 
right and what is wrong. In the mean 
time I do not care to criticize any other 
plan. When a conclusion has been 
reached as to what is right and what 
is wrong, there are capitalists enough 
to pay the government its just dues, 
take the road and protect its security- 
holders.” 

Gen. Samuel Thomas, who was men- 
tioned as a member of the Sage syndi- 
cate, had this to say: “I am not re- 
sponsible for the story that an opposi- 
tion syndicate has been formed for 
the purchase of the Union Pacific road 
at the foreclosure sale, 

“T do not doubt, however, that sucha 
ihre is contemplated, and in pro- 
cess of formation. I have been asked 
to subscribe, and have promised to do 
so to the extent of $10,000,000. I know 
nothing about any other subscriptions. 
My position regarding the Union Pa- 
cific road is well known. In my opinion 
it is worth the full government debt.” 


UNCLE SAM’S ARMY. 


Gen, Miles Considers It Too Small 
at Present, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 

WASHINGTON Oct. 22.—Gen. Miles, 
major-general commanding the army, 
has made his report to the Secretary 
of War. In it he makes reference to 
reports to the’ general and other offi- 
cers subordinate to him in rank. 

Gen. Miles says in part: “The army, 
although inadequate in point of num- 
bers, was never in a higher state of 
efficiency. The progress that has been 
made on the Pacific Coast in the estab- 
lishment of modern batteries have 
made it necessary to occupy new 
ground and to adopt a new system of 
defense. The very commanding posi- 
tion known formerly as Lime Point, 
and now as Fort Baker, has received a 
portion of its armament and will soon 
become a most formidable part of the 
defense of the harbor of San Fran- 
cisco. It will be noticed by Gen. 
Shafter’s report that very active and 
earnest work is being done in putting 
the important fort in condition of 
proper defense. The same work js in 
progress all along the Pacific Coast, 
especially at San Diego and will in 
time be completed at the mouth of the 
Columbia River’'and also the entrance 
to Puget Sound, Wash.” 

He recommends fortification apzro- 
priations in the West as follows: Gal- 
veston, Tex., $412,000; San Diego, Cal., 
$725,000; San Francisco, $1,336,000; Cc- 
lumbia River, $€05,000; Puget sound, 
$1,140,000. 

He recommends strongly an. increase 


regiments of arifilery, saying that by 
December 31 a number of position will

Per- 
sonally, he said, he might not object 
to racing being held Sunday in Cali- 
fornia, but the sentiment of the wheel- 
men and wheelwomen in the league 
must be respected, and, that sentiment 
he knew to be overwhelming against 
Sunday racing. He had considered 
suggestions and proposals to grant lo- 
cal option in the maitter, but was con- 
vinced such a plan was not feasible.

GOV. BRADY’S REPORT. 

[ASSOCIATED (RESS NIGHT REPORT.) 
WASHINGTON, Oct, 22.—The report 
of John G. Brady; Governor of Alaska, 
for the past fiscal year, has been sub- 
mitted to the Secretary of the Interior. 
It estimates the present population at 
30,000 natives and 10,000, whites; pre- 
dicts that with reindeer transportation, 
mails can be sent all over Alaska dur- 
ing the winter, and recommends that | 
$100,000 be appropriated for govern- 
ment buildings and $60,000 for schools. 
It says nothing has so _ retarded 
growth as the 
helplessness of settlers to obtain titles 
to their homes on account of the -fail- 
ure of Congress to extend the general 
land laws, and urges Congress to cre- 
ate a commission of five—one Senator, 
one Representative and three bona fide 
Alaska residents—to codify laws for 
Alaska. The Secretary of the Treas- 
ury is urged to confine the hunting of 
sea otters to the natives, for, “if the 
white man is not shut off at once the 
Aleuts will have to be cared for by the 


Reviewing gold operations, Gov. 
Brady says: “Shipload after shipload 
of gold-seekers and their freight has 
been rushed to the extreme limit of 
salt-water navigation (Lynn Canal,) 
and there they have been literally 
dumped upon the beach, some above 
high water and many below, as they 
learned to their sorrow when the water 
covered them as they slept. The gold- 
seekers have had a terrible time, but 
thy are brave and started out to en- 
dure hardships. As a class they rank 
first above the average manhood of the 
country. Lumber is in demand and 
lots are selling as high as $1500. Amer- 
icans are anxious to secure a route to 
the Yukon which shall be entirely upon 
United States territory. Different par- 
ties are now out, and are carefully ex- 
amining the mountains between Yaku- 
tat and Cook Inlet. This is the third 
season of work in Cook Inlet. The ex- 
citement over the Klondike has drawn 
many away from that district; never- 
theless the output of gold this year 
will be no mean sum. The possibilities 
of the whole region bordering upon this 
inlet and upon Prince William Sound 
will draw crowds of adventurers in the 
near future.”

PERILS OF THE SEA. 

Terrible Suffering Endured by Ship- 

wrecked Mariners. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
LONDON, Oct. 22.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] Second Mate Olsen of the Nor- 
wegian bark Seladon, from Newcastle, 
N.S.W., on Jully 13, 1896, for Honolulu, 
which was wrecked in the South Seas 
in August, 1896, has arrived in London 
with a dozen of the survivors and tells 


| a terrible story of their experience. 


The Seladon struck the reefs off Star- 
buck Island on August 7. The crew 
was oblibed to take to the boats, and 
the vessel filled so rapidly that there 
was no time to save clothing, while 
hey barely got a few provisions, the 
Ship’s compass and a chart. They for- 
got the sextant. Eight men manned 
each of the two boats and made for 
Malden Island, as there was no refuge 
on Starbuck Island. Failing to find 
Malden Island, they tried to find 
Christmas Island, After eleven days 
the first mate’s boat was capsized, and 
the mate drowned. The ‘companions 
entered the other boats, which were 
already disabled, 

The heat of the sun peeled their faces 
and bodies, their lips blackened and 
Swelled from want of food and water. 


The only food they had in addition} 


to the small quantity of provisions 
which they carried from the vessel was 
the very small flying. fish. Finally the 
captain and the carpenter became ill. 
Still there was no glimpse of Christ: 
mas Island. Then they tried a course 
they thought perhaps .would bring 
them to Samoa or the Fiji Islands. Fin- 
ally Capt. Jaegaer diea. After twenty: 
three days when food and water were 
exhausted they caught a little rain. | 

The party drifted without food for 
six days, and finally, on September 
6, they were cast on a coral island and 
their boat was smashed by a big wave. 
The island upon which’ they were 
thrown proved to be Sofia Island, in- 
habited by ten people, and belonging 
to an American’ subject living in 
Samoa. They lived there for ten 
months on turtles, birds and bananas. 
The carpenter died svon after’ they 
landed. A few steamers passed the 


island, and they tried to attract their 


attention by. waving signals, but failed, 
Finally they put off in a small boat 
and hailed a steamer which took them 
to Suva and from there they traveled 
to Sydney.

RECONCENTRADOS ARE PERISHING 
BY THOUSANDS, . 


Dead Bodies Picked Up Daily in 
the Plaza and Parks of Havana. 
No Abatement in the Activity of 
the Rebels—Alleged Filibusters.

NEW YORK, Oct. 22.—A dispatch to 
the Herald from Havana says: ‘A lo- 
cal newspaper publishes and vouches 
for the following: ‘Att Chascapeba, in 
the district of San Julian, belonging to 
the municipality of Melana de) Sur, 
there were concentrated 2500 persons. 
These reconcentrados were the only in- 
habitants of the place. Now there are

POSTOFFICE AFFAIRS 


PERRY HEATH MAKES HIs 
ANNUAL REPORT. 


A Corps of Special Agents Needed 
to Inquire Into Postmasters’ 
Requisitions. 


EXTENSION OF FREE DELIVER 


AGRICULTURAL CLASSES TO HAVE 
BETTER SERVICE, 


Street Cars to be Equipped with 
Letter Boxes to Facilitate Col- 
lection of the Mails—Facts 
and Figures, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 22.—The re- 
port of the First Assistant Postmaster- 
General, Perry 8. Heath, for the fiscal 
year ended June 30, was made public 
today. The following is an abstract: 

Special attention is called to the 
necessity of additional facilities for the 
division of salares and allowance, but 
above all other recommendations is 
placed one making provision for @ 
small corps of special agents—about 
ten—who are expert accountants fa- 
miliar with real estate values, to in- 
quire into postmasters’ requisitions and 
demands, and to reach a just ascer- 
taimment of merit in such purely pbusi-. 
ness matters as cannot be obtained by 
correspondence. There should also be 
fixed a more severe penalty for the 
punishment of postmasters who peddle 
postage stamps with a view to in- 
creasing their own salaries, resulting 
in the diminution of the net receipts of 
the government. Authority should be 
given to secure leases of postofficé sta- 
tions for a period of ten instead of five 
years. 

So much is gained by our recent 
policy of consolidation of postoffices 
and the establishment or extension of 
the free delivery, that I urge such ac- 
tion by Congress as will give greater 
latitude of discretion in the use of 


‘specific appropriations. Two assistant 


superintendents of free-delivery system 
have been appointed, one to be located 
at New York and the other at Chicago, 
with proper plenary power and primary 
jurisdiction. 

On July 1 there were 3373 Presidential 
postoffices, embracing 169 first class, 760 
second class and 2816 third class. The 
net increase for the year in the salaries 
of postmasters at these offices is $238,- 
800. With the consolidation of the 
present independent postoffices within 
the limits of the new city of New York, 
a saving of at least $62,723 in salaries 
and commissions of postmasters will be 
effected. Another considerable reduc- 
tion in expenses may be made by. the 
merging or the abolishment in many 
cases of several heads of divisions and 
other officials receiving their salaries. 
Congress should not only repeal the law 
providing that no postoffice established 
at any county seat shall be abolished 
or discontinued by reason of any con- 
solidation of. postoffices under the ex- 
isting law, but should also authorize the 
Postmaster-General to extend consali- 
dation wherever, in his belief, the serv- 
ice may be thereby benefited.. 

The estimates for the fiscal. year 
ending June 30, 1899, embrace .$16,250,- 
000 for compensation of postmasters; 
for clerk hire, $11,300,000; rental and 
purchase of cancelling machines, $125,- 
000; rent, fuel and light, $1,750,000; mis- 
cellaneous items and furniture, $200,- 
000, and advertising, $20,000. 

A plea is made for the purchase of 
postal stations in the larger cities. . 

The estimate for the free delivery 
service for the fiscal year ending page | 
1899, is $13,810,400. Since the close 0 
the fiscal year 1897, the service has 
been established in more than forty 
offices and before the close of the cur- 
rent year all offices entitled to the 
service will receive the same.

number of payments and repayments, 
25,780,566, amounting to $180,141,660. 
There were 5,967,960 pieces of original 
unclaimed matter received at the dead 
letter office, a decrease of 267,470...

Rural free delivery has been put to 
the test of practical experiment in 
twenty-nine States and over forty-four 
different routes. The coédperation of 
the communities served has in every 
instance been effectively given. The 
general satisfactory results suggest 
that the feasibility of making rural 
delivery a permanent feature of postal 
administration in the United States, 
not immediately and in all districts at 
once, but in some gradual and gradu- 
ated form; regulated by the present ex- 
periments. Public policy requires some 
advancement to be made and that the- 
postal service should be brought more 
into line with advancing prosperity 
and increasing population, Sooner or 
later the United States will have to 
follow the lead of the more densely 
populated countties and establish a de- 
livery service all over the settled por- 
tions of the vast ternttory.

NEARLY EVERY BONE BROKEN. 


HE WAS DESPONDENT OVER BUSI- 
' NESS TROUBLES, 


California Presbyterian Synod Will 
Remain a Unit—Dutcher Tes- 
ties in His Own 
Defense. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] . 

PORTLAND (Or.,) Oct... 22.—John 
W. Backus committed suicide this 
afternoon by jumping from the sixth 
story of the Worcester building to the 
stone pavement sixty feet below. 
Nearly every bone in his body was 
broken, and he lived only -a few min- 
utes after the fatal plunge. ie 

Backus has had financial troubles of 
late, and this, it is thought, deranged 
his mind. No one saw him make the 
fatal leap. The elevator boy says that 
Backus had called there.twice today. 
The first time was at 10 o’clock, when 
he was taken up to the fifth floor. 


After remaining there several minutes 


he went down and out of the building. 
He returned at 12:15 p.m., and . was 
once more taken up to the fifth floor, 
where he got out of the elevator. He 
then ascended the stairs to the sixth 
floor and, walking around to the south 
side of the court, jumped over. the rail- 
ing to his death. 

Judge Alexander Sweek and Paul R. 
Deady were conversing in the office at 
that time. The window. opening into 
the court was up, and they noticed a 

_ shadow suddenly pass the window. A 

second later they heard a report re- 
sembling that of'a shotgun, and look- 

ing out of the window, saw the pros- 
trate form of a man lying on the base- 
ment floor. 

It is believed that Backus contem- 
plated suicide when he first went up 
into the building this morning. He 
was perfectly sober, both times when 
he visited the building, and there is no 
doubt that it is a case of deliberate 
suicide. It has been known for some 
time by his friends that Backus has 
had considerable trouble over financial 

_ matters. Several years ago he pur- 

chased a ranch on the Tualatin River, 
about ten miles from Portland, paying 
$11,000 for it. The ranch was cut up 
into acreage plats, but was not disposed 
of as rapidly as expected, and Backus 
was somewhat embarrassed. 

© The home of Backus is on the East 
Side, where he resided with his family. 
He has lived in Portland about ten 
years, and bore an excellent reputation. 

Whan he first came to this city he 
engaged in the lumber business. But 

“when he purchased the ranch he gave 
all his attention to managing the affairs 
of that enterprise, although still con- 
tinuing to live in Portland. 

' Coroner Koehler found a letter ad- 
dressed to his wife. It was a long 
communication and referred principally 
to personal affairs, particularly his life 

- insurance. It was first dated October 
‘11, and a postscript was added, dated 
October 22. The letter was written in 
German, and concludes with the words: 

—— loving wife, for the last 

me.’ 


DUTCHER’S DEFENSE, 


He Justifies His Killing of George 
W. Schofield. 

_ [ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] | 
SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. .22.—The 
case for the defense in the trial of 
Dan Dutcher for the murder of 
George W. Schofield, was concluded to- 
day, and tomorrow morning the pros- 
ecution will begin to present testimony 
for rebuttal. 
- Dutcher went on the stand today 
and corroborated the testimony of Mrs. 
Schofield in every important particu- 
lar..He gave a detailed account of the 
trouble between Schofield and his wife 
the morning before the killing, when 
Schofield slapped her, and as she then 
started to run, threw a knife at her, 

Dutcher also told of the trouble at 
night, which led to the first shot, the 
one that sent a bullet through Scho- 
field’s sleeve. Dutcher swore that at 
that time Schofield had his gun raised 
and was threatening to kill the first 
person who came into the house. — 


- Dutcher’s story of the tragic event 


of the following morning was that he 
was awakened by Mrs. _ Schofield’s 
screams. He took his rifle and hurried 
out, joining Mrs. Schofield, who had 
run_ behind a shed. Schofield opened 
the shed door, and as he raised his 
gun Dutcher fired through the back 
window, and Schofield dropped, dying 
almost instantly. 

Dutcher was cross-examined several 
hours, but when it was all. over his 
story. still agreed with that told by 
Mrs. tchofield. Dutcher’s father was 
the last witness, being put on the 
stand to testify that defendant was 
born in November, 1879, and is there- 
fore not quite 18 years of age. 

ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


SAN JOSE, Oct. 22.—The feature of 
the trial of Dan Dutcher for the mur- 
der of George Schofield today was the 
statement of the defendant, who was 
called upon to testify in his own behalf. 
After tracing his history from his 
birth, he said he went to work for 
Schofield last July. A few days before 
the tragedy he went with Schofield to 
Watsonville, and the latter told him 
then that if Mrs. Schofield did not let 
him sell out and go to Klondike he 
would kill the whole family. His story 
of the tragedy and the events preceding 
was a repetition of the statement made 
~ ‘by his attorney to the jury to the effect 
that he only shot at Schofield when 
‘morally certain that his victim was 
— to shoot Mrs. Schofield and him- 
sell.

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 22.—Several 
weeks ago the Tavern of Castle Craig, 
in Shasta county, narrowly escaped 
destruction by a forest fire which did 
considerable damage elsewhere.

CALIFORNIA LAWS AND PROTECTION. 

In attempting to reply to certain 


strictures of eastern papers upon the | 
California law which requires the pur- 
chase of home products for our public 
institutions, in preference to outside 
products, when prices and quality are 
eatiefactory, the Stockton Mail seeks 
to make a point in favor of free foreign 
trade. The effort is, of course, a weak 
and diemal failure; for there is no 
more connection or parallelism  be- 
tween this California statute and the

It ls one 
of the cardinal principles of the pro- 


fective tariff policy that there shall be 


free and warestricted commerce be- 
tween the Mates. Free internal com-. 
merce is much fundamental prin- | 
tiple of protection as the levying 
of duties on foreign importa. It ts an 
inseparable part of the acheme of tariff 
Protection. which is designed to secure 
to the people of each and every State 
the benefits of protection against the | 
effects of toreign competi: | 
tion. The tariff barrier ts set up solely | 
against those products of underpaid 
labor which are brought to our shores 
from abroad, to displace the products 
of American labor and capital. 
The Constitution of the United. 
Mates expressly provides that “all 
duties, imports and excises shall be 
uniform throughout the United States.” 
Also that “no preference shall be given 
by any regulation of commerce or reve- 
Rue to the porte of one Bate over those 
of another.” The Constitution further 
provides that “no Mate shall, without 
the consent of the Congress, lay any 
imposts or duties on imports or ex- 
ports. what may be aheolutely 
perersary for executing ite inspection 
and that “full faith and credit 
shall te given in each Mate to the 
public acts, records, and judicial pro- 
of every other State.” The 
plain object of these provisions is to 
create, #0 far as possible, homogeneity 
of conditions and community of inter- 
ents between the people of the several 
Mates. In the large view of the na- | 
Constitution, the American peo. | 
ple are contemplated a6 a great and 
indivisible and harmonious entity, not 
& mere confederation of elements 
more of lees antagoniatic to each other, |

THE ROUSING OF SAN FRANCISCO. 

According to the San . rancisco Bul- 
letin, the movement of the San Fran- 
cisco merchants which has for its ob- 
ject the establishment of lines of 
steamers between that city and all 
coastwise ports is now an assured 
success, Several of the leaaing mer- 
chants have organized a committee to 
secure subscriptions for the chartering 
or subsidizing of an ocean steamer .to 
ply between San Francisco and Port- 
land in opposition to the vessels of the 
Oregon Railway and Navigation Com- 
pany. In the rush for Alaska, conse- 
quent upon the gold discoveries, San 
Francisco has been left out in the 
cold. The outfitting has mostly been 
done at Portland and Seattle, and the 
impression has been quite generally 
created that those ports are the keys 
to Alaskan commerce. pan Francisco 
does not propose to concede this prop- 
osition, and her merchants are conse- 
quently besterring themselves with un- 
wonted energy to secure their share of 
the prospective business inciaental to 
the development of the new El Dorado 
in the far Northland. Discoursing on 
this subject, the Bulletin says: 

“The impression has gone abroad 
that Seattie is the connecting link be- 
tween the States and Alaska. News 
from the gold flelds has gone out to 
people of the entire country under 
date of Seaitie, and San Francisco has 
received comparatively little mention. 
it is now only necessary to cal! atten- 
tion to the fact that .ais city is the 
legitimate trading point for Alaskans; 
that it can offer transportation at the 
loweet rates; that it ise abundantly able 
to handle the business, and to accom- 
modate the crowd which will assemble 
on the Coast, and that no other city 
has these facilities, Seattle would be 
overrun and wholly incapabie of taking 
care of the throng. These truths are 
patent, and when they are brought to 
the consideration of the public they 
will direct every fortune-seeker to the 
city of the Golden Gate. 

“But while the Alaskan excitement is 
the orcasion for action, it is only in- 
cidental to the needa of the wour. San 
Francisco must place itself in position 
to command the trade of the entire 
Coast from Alaska to south America. 
it has all the advantages except cheap 
transportation. When tnat is provided 
it will resume its reign as the Queen 
of the Pacific.” 

The Oakiand Enquirer gets nearer to 
the real merits of the question in the 
following paragraph: 

“In discussing the situation, the San 
Francisco people do not hesitate to ad- 
mit that they have lost practically all 
of their trade outside of California. 
and even in this State they have not 
much left south of Tehachepi. This 
was the condition of things which any- 
one could foresee a half a dozen year 
ago, and, now that it has been realized, 
will never be much improved until the 
transcontinental railroads which make 
their terminus on Puget Sound and in 
Loe Angeles, reach the bay of—San 
Francisco. Such enterprises as this 
one of chartering a freight steamer 
which will run three times a month 
to Portland may operate as palliatives 
and compel the moderation of hostile 
tariffs by the regular railroad and 
steamship companies, but all such ef- 
forts are ultimately broken up by the 
companies which are in the transpor- 
tation business on a large scale. There 
will be no permanent cure for the ex- 
isting conditions until these northern 
end) = osouthern§ railroads are built 
through to the bay. iuere ie not an- 
other place in the world, probably, 
where the lines of railroad transporta- 
tien do not converge to the great com- 
mercial etty, but run away from it, 
nerth and south, as they do here. Ina 
the course of time this will be reme- 
died, and then. and not before, San 
Francisco may hope to regain her com- 
mercial supremacy.” 

The above comments, though per- 
tinent, do not by any means exhaust 
the subject. San Franciaco has un- 
doubtediy been greatly hampered by 
the lack of competing railway facili- 
ties, But the wide ocean, and “the en- 
tire coast, from Alaska to South Amer- 
ica,” has been open to San Francisco 
from the days of ‘49 down to the pres- 
ent time. That San Francisco has failed 
to take advantage of her exceptional 
opportunities to dominate the com- 
merece of the Coast is chiefly due to 
the lack of enterprise and progres- 
siveness on the part of her business 
men, who have trusted too much to 
Divine Providence and too little to the 
possibile results of their own efforts to 
secure trade, They have looked on 
calmly, while younger and more ener- 
getic cities took from them their trade 
and prestige. If the business men of 
San Francisco are at last aroused to 
the necessity for action, and will follow 
up their awakening with energetic ac- 
tien in the right direction, the errors 
of the past may in part be retrieved. 
An eleventh-hour repentance is better 
than bo repentance.

out any private deals, blind pools 
or other devious devices, such as were 
engineered by the late Cleveland ad- 
ministration.

The First Colony is to be. Located 
in Tennessee, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

CHICAGO, Oct. 22.—The State of 
Washington has been distanced in the 
firet brush for the original céoperative 
colony which the Social Democracy 
proposes to establish. It is unofficially 
stated now that Tennessee has a long 
lead in the race for first position. 

Cyrus Field Willard and Col. Hinton, 
two of the members of the Colonization 
Committee, are of the opinion that 
prospects in Tennessee are bright. It 
is the belief that the State will be se- 
lected for the test of ciéoperation in 
all lines of industry. This opinion is 
based on the fact that the Social De- 
mocracy has a chance to secure the 
contract for building a railroad out of 
Nashville. To build this road would re- 
quire the employment ofalarge num- 
ber of men, and the Social Democracy 
is now Bae moe to supply them in 
unlimit numbers. Aside from its 
membership the new organization has 
the names of hundreds of men who are 
out of employment. The organization 
has recently been offered a large tract 
of land in Tennessee in which there are 
said to be many thousand acres. This 
forms part of the territory through 
which the road is to pass. and 1000 
acres of the land is now under culti- 
vation. A sufficient number of men and 
their families, the committee believes, 
could be located on this land to pro- 
vide all the necessaries of life for those 
who would be engaged in the work of 
constructing the railroad. There are 
now twenty-three working branches of 
the Social Democracy in Chicago, and 
applications for charters that will add 
four more to that number.

BOTH HELD TO ANSWER. 


Solomon and Eldred of Santa Mon- 
ica Must Stand Trial. 
The preliminary examination of B. 


.Selomon, a Santa Monica clothier, for 


receiving stolen goods, and William 
H. Eldred, an old soldier, for burglary, 
were held before Justice Guidinger in 
Santa Monica yesterday. Both were 
held to answer before the Superior 
Court, Solomon under $1500 bonds and 
Eldred under $1000. 

Eldred, who has been an inmate of 
the Soldiers’ Home, admitted on the 
stand that he had stolen a large quan- 
tity of clothing from a local tailor shop 
and stated that he had sold it all to 
Solomon. He had been drinking consid- 
erably and ran out of money. One 
night about two weeks ago, he said, he 
entered the tailor shop through a win- 
dow and secured a pair of trousers and 
a vest, which he offered to Solomon, 
with the statement that he needed 
$1.50. As Eldred’s story runs, Solomon 
told: him he did not have enough 
clothing to obtain that amount of 
money, and that he should go back 
and get some more. Eldred did so, and 


when he returned he had nearly half 


the tailor’s stock in trade. Solomon 
then paid him $1.50, and he left for the 
nearest saloon. 

Both were soon afterward arrested, 

the stolen goods being found in the 
rear of a neighboring saloon, where 
Solomon had secreted them. 
Neither of the men has succeded in 
obtaining bail, and they are still in the 
County Jail awaiting their trials in De- 
partment One. 


TO BE A TEST CASE. 


Injunction Suit Against the West 
Los Angeles Water Co. 

Injunction . proceedings have been 
commenced against the West Los An- 
geles Water Company to restrain it 
from diverting water from a branch 
of Big Tejunga Creek, running 
through the lands of Auguste Marquis, 
Louis Salzgeber and Augustus Bush, 
who appear as plaintiffs in the action. 
Their property consists of farm lots 
55, 56 and 66, and the east. one-half of 
lot 67 of the Rancho Providencia and 
Scott tract. 

The plaintiffs allege that their lands 

require the full volume of water run- 
ning through the branch ditch for ir- 
rigation, and that in the diversion of 
a large portion of it by the water com- 
pany their property is made to suffer. 
They further allege that the stream 
belongs to the lands owned by them, 
and that, as riparian owners, they are 
entitled to. the full and free use of 
the waters without obstruction, and 
a> permanent injunction is prayed for 
accordingly. 
’ The water company tapped the ditch 
in May last at a point a short dis- 
tance above the plaintiffs’ property. 
Other land-owners in the vicinity are 
similarly affected, and it is understood 
that the present suit is to be in the 
nature of a test case. |

FORECLOSURE 


A Local Bank Asks That the Spencer 
Property be Sold. 

The Main Street Savings Bank of 
this city has filed a suit in foreclosure 
against Mrs. Annie P. Spencer upon 
property in this city to satisfy a mort- 
gage for $10,000 interest and costs. 

On December 4, 1895, Anna P. Spen- 
cer gave her note for $10,000 in favor 
of the bank, securing the same with 
a mortgage on a portion of block 23, 
bordering upon Spring, Eighth and 
Main streets. The plaintiff in the pres- 
ent action alleges tthat only.a small 
part of the interest due upon the note 
has been paid, and that all of the 
principal is still outstanding. Suit is 
now brought to foreclose upon the 
property, to satisfy the mortgage for 
$10,000, and for $1185.29 interest, 
$61.74 advanced on taxes, and $563 at- 

y’s fees. 

Kelsey, administrator of 
the estate of Ambrose H. Spencer, de- 
ceased, James G. Spencer and wife, 
Emma R. Lamme and E. R. Nichols 
are made co-defendants. In the com- 
plaint the plaintiff alleges that the co- 
defendants claim an interesit in the 
property, in which they have no justi- 
fication. 


SENT TO SAN QUENTIN. 


James H. Brown Gets Eight Years 
for Burglary. 

James H. Brown, a colored man, was 
sentenced to San Quentin by Judge 
Smith yesterday for a term of eight 
years. Brown was arrested about a 
week ago for entering the residence of 
Mrs. Pliny Watson at Pasadena and 
stealing several articles of clothing 
and silverware. He pleaded guilty to 
the charge yesterday when brought up 
for arraignment, and received his 
medicine without a murmur. , 

Brown had just served a term at 
Folsom for a similar offense. When 
‘asked by Judge Smith as to his choice 
of prisons he expressed a decided pref- 
erence for San Quentin, explaining that 
he believed the climate at the latter 
place to be more congenial and the 
work easier. So the court gave him his 
choice of climate and plenty of time 
in which to enjoy it.

World’s Largest Sheep Farmer, 


[Leeds Mercury:] Samuel’ McCaughe 
of Coonong, Riverina, N.A.W., is te 
largest sheep farmer in the world, both 
as regards numbers and, what is more 
important, quality. He is the mosy 
progressive sheep farmer of the age, 
and has brought his stock to great per- 
fection. He shears 1,250,000 sheep this 
season, and would have had more, but 
lost 250,000 in the drouth two years ago, 
but thought nothing of it, as every. 
year he has between 300,000 and 400,000 
lambs. At Toorak and Dunlop, his 
stations on the Darling River, he shearg 
600,000 sheep this year. He bought 
them from his uncle, Sir Samuel Wil 
son, and has developed them magnifl- 
cently. There is literally ‘‘water, water, 
everywhere,” what, with dams, tanks 
and artesian wells; and all is fenced in 
and subdivided into paddocks. The 
area is about 1,500,000 acres in a ring 
fence. He has also a fine property in 
Queensland, on which he is shearing 
400,000 sheep. His Coonong station ig 
only his stud farm. It is only 41,000 
acres in extent, and he has upon it 15,< 
000 sheep of very high quality, from 
which he sends annually large drafts ta 
ag the breed on his other propere 
ties. 

Mr. McCaughey is able to boast, as 
one result of long-continued efforts, 
that he has increased the yield of each 
of his own sheep yearly to the extent 
of one pound of clean scoured wool. 
Now, even at the present low range of 
prices, a pound of clean scoured Merino 
combing is not worth less than 18 pence, 
so that it follows that this enterprising 
man has increased his wool returns by 
upward of £100,000 per annum. These 
victories of Mr. McCaughey are not 
merely ‘‘no less,” but “much more’ 
renowned than the sort of victories 
that are now being gained on the 
northwest frontier of India. 

It was only fourteen years ago that 
the owner of Coonong first became con-. 
vinced of the value of the Vermont 
breed of Merino sheep. It was in 1883 
that he purchased about a dozen of 
this breed of rams, which had been im- 
ported into Sydney. So convinced was 
he that he had, as it were, struck oil, 
that three years later he visited the 
States and selected for himself 160 of 
the finest rams in that State, and the 
following year the flock was added ta 
by a further importation of 300 more.

DONE BY BOXERS AND MANAGERS 
AT HAZARD’S. 


Rough-and-Tumble Scrapping, Scien- 
tile Fighting and Jawbone 
Warfare — Managers Squabble 
Over Money and the Public 
Gets Its Moncy’s Worth of Fun, 


About one thousand men and two wo- 
men were at Hazard’s Pavilion last 
night to see the wind-up of the boxing 
carnival promoted by a “club” organ- 
ized by Malcolm McRoberts, Henry 
Edelman, Walter McStay and Prof. 
Young Dutchy for two nights only. 
There was plenty of entertainment, and 
some of it was not down on the pro- 
gramme, 

The promoters of the affair got into a 
row among themselves, and McStay at- 
tached the box office for printing bills 
and a claim of his own. He also se- 
questered the posts and ropes of the 
ring, which had been borrowed: from 
the Athletic Club, and refused to pro- 
duce them unless the others would pay 
him $150 for his services as secretary 
of the club. ; 

The fighters became suspicious when 
they heard that Constable De La 
Monte had charge of the box office, and 
they refused to go unless the money 
promised them should be produced in 
advance, Henry Edelman got that 
difficulty adjusted, by giving bonds to 
release the attachment and handing 
over to the fighters $150 for the first 
contest: Before the boxing began, 
Young Dutchy made a few speeches to 
the spectators, explaining the troubles 
of the club and giving McStay an un- 
complimentary send-off. The profes- 
sor’s oratory relieved the monotony of 


pathy of the crowd, When he told how 
McStay had held out the ropes and 
posts to force the payment of his bill 
he became almost tearful. 
the fights would go on just the same. 
Posts and ropes were found, and the 
janitor rigged a “jury” ring that an- 
swered the purpose very well. 
After, much tribulation 
Dutchy got the affair 
brought Bob Thompson, a colored boy 
from Salt Lake, and Kid Parker of 
somewhere into the ring for a fifteen- 
round contest. Harry Monahan was 
persuaded to act as referee, the pro- 
fessor explaining that the difficulties at 
the box office made it impossible to 
secure the services of John Brink. 
Thompson and Parker fought from 
the start. There was no science, but 
plenty of muscle and vigor in the box- 
ing. Parker’ depended upon _ right 
uppercuts, having no left at all, and 
Thompson rushed and struck out for 
general results, always ending his 
rushes in a,clinch. There were several 
knock downs and more falls from sheer 
awkwardness. Some of Parker’s blows 
landed and damaged Thompson’s face, 
but more of them punched holes in 
the. air. In.the tenth round the colored 
man evinced a tendency to jump 
through the ropes and ran around with 
hig arms over his face. In the eleventh

son was whipped and that further 
punishment would be superfluous, and 
the referee ended the contest by de- 
ciding that Parker was the winner. 
Then came more trials and tribula- 
tions for the professor.

Edelman had 
the cash, and he had gone away with 
it. The professor called for him in 
vain, and then he asked McRoberts 


te put up the mohéy. McRoberts was 


there, but he had put up enough al- 
ready, he said, and he declined to 
ante. Then the professor made an- 
other speech, explaining position 
and announcing that Edelman had 
skipped with the funds and left him 
in the lurch: The professor said he was 
getting the worst of it all along the 
line, and apparently he was. But he 
struggled through his difficulties after 
a fashion and stuck to his work. The 
spectators helped him out by making 
up a purse, to which Dutchy himself 
contributed, and about $80 in coin was 
tossed into the ring... King said he 
didn’t want anybody to put up a purse, 
as he and Carter had signed articles 
with the officers of the club and would 
hold .Edelman to the contract. 

The purse was finally accepted, how- 
ever, and at 11:30 p.m. King and Car- 
ter stepped into the ring. Solly Smith 
was chosen referee,. A scientific con- 
test rewarded the spectators for their 
patience. King proved to be a clean 
boxer and hard hitter. Carter was less 
clever, but was game and strong and 
made things interesting for King. 
King’s straight left leads landed very 
often ‘on Carter’s chin, and Carter’s 
swings and left hooks caught King 
oftener than was comfortable. It was 
a fight from the start,.and the men did 
their work cleverly. King clearly out- 
pointed. Carter and got the decision 
in the sixth round, much to Carter's 
surprise. 

It was nearly midnight when the en- 
tertainment closed, and the spectators 
were satisfied with it as an exhibition. 
The fighting was on the square, if the 
management wasn’t. 

The merits of the wrangle between 
the promoters of the affair are not 
clearly discernible, but it is quite clear 
that Young Dutehy was the only one in 
the outfit who tried to keep faith with 
the public and fulfill the promises made 
by the managers. The others looked 
after their own interests and left the 
professor to attend to the public and 
the boxers. : 

Edelman explains that he took the 
box-office receipts away to secure him- 
self against the loss of money advanced 
f®r various purposes. The others say 
things about Edelman’s management of 
the finances that would not look well 
in print. They even allege that there 
was a notable discrepancy between the 
cash and the tickets last Tuesday 
night. There is likely to be some lively 
squabbling before the “club” gets its 
finances adjusted and declares a divi- 
| dend.

California Olives, 
EXT to the beet-sugar industry, 
the California olive industry is 
probably the most important of the 
comparatively undeveloped industries 
of the State. 
The olive industry is at present far 
behind the orange-growing industry, 
but The Times does not believe that it 
will long remain in the rear. In the 


upon which oranges may be success- 
fully grown. In the second place, the 
product of the olive tree, in the shape 
of oil and the ripe fruit, is to a great 
extent a necessity, while the orange is 
more or less of a luxury. Olive oil is 
a necessary constituent of many medi- 
cal preparations, and to be used in 
this manner it must be pure. At pres- 
ent about the only pure olive oil to be 
obtained in the United States is made 
in California. The cost of pure Califor- 
nia olive oil is at present so great that 
it can only be used liberally by those 
who are in good financial circum- 
stances, consequently the growth in the 
consumption of this oil has been cum- 
paratively slow. There is, however, an- 
other branch of the olive industry, rap- 
idly coming to the front, which prom- 
ises.to tax the efforts of our olive-grow- 
ers to supply the demand. This is the 
ripe pickled olive, which is as different 
from the green imported olives as a 
ripe plum is from a green plum, al- 
though it is not necessarily a different 
variety, as some eastern papers have 
Supposed. Whenever eastern people vis- 
iting California for the first time taste 
these ripe California olives they have, 
in nine cases out of ten, become’ ex- 
ceedingly fond of them, and have taken 
some home with them. The eastern 
trade papers, which at first claimed 
that ripe California olives would never 
find a wide market there, are begin- 
ning to change their tone. 

It now remains for the growers and 
shippers of California olives to extend 
the eastern market by care in picking, 
grading and packing the fruit. Hith- 
erto this work has been done in a very 
Slipshod manner, so that it was almost 
impossible to obtain two barrels of 
Olives of similar quality. 

A firm which has done much to pop- 
ularize the California olive in the East 
is that of James Hill & Sons of this 
city. This firm puts up California 
olives in attractive glass packages, se- 
lecting only the finest fruit for this 
purpose. Commercial travelers are kept 
on the road all the time, and samples 
have been left with leading dealers 
throughout the country. os 

It is reported that the olive crop this 
season will be a light one. One would 
not suppose se, to judge by the display 
of olives on branches, made at the 
Chamber of Commerce by § Alfred 
Wright of Pomona. Some of these 
branches are a mass of berries. Mr. 
Wright has forty-one acres in olives, 


to 7 years old. Mr. Wright estimates 
that fifteen acres of this orchard would 
have produced thirty-one gallons to the 
tree, if the olive worm had not made 
its appearance in the orchard early in 
the season, As it is, he will harvest 
from five to eighteen gallons to the 
tree. The crop has been sold to a 
pickler.

A Life-saving Invention. 
REPARATORY to taking out a 
patent, F. A. W. Blake of this 


paratus having for its object to op- 
erate danger signals automatically by 
the trains themselves. The following 
description of the invention is taken 
from the caveat: 

‘‘My improved apparatus, while being 
applicable to double lines of railway, 
is more especially adapted for insuring 
safety by preventing collisions of trains 
or locomotive engines traveling in op- 
posite directions on a’ single line of 
railway. 

“My improved apparatus consists of 
a yielding device, which is firmly se- 
cured to a line of raliway, either be- 
tween the rails or outside the same. 
This yielding device is maintained in 
its highest position by means of a 
spring or springs, and an attachment 


such shape and in such position that 
when the said locomotive engine pass- 
ing the aforesaid yielding -device it 
causes the said device to be depressed, 
which depressing action, operating upon 
one end of a pivoted lever, causes the 
other end of the said lever to be up- 
raised, and thereby to move,a sema- 
phore at any desired distance ahead, 
say four or five miles, into the danger 
position. 7 

“The semaphore, on being released 
from the danger position, may produce 
an audible signal by striking a bell. 

“This danger. signal then gives no- 
tice or warning to’ the engine man or 
driver; also to the conductors of any 
train coming in the opposite direction, 
that the train or locomotive engine 
which has operated the aforesaid sema- 
phore by placing it in the danger posi- 
tion, is traveling toward it, which, be- 
ing observed, collision is prevented by 
the engineman shutting off steam and 
stopping the train. 

“The signaling apparatus constitut- 
ing this invention is arranged in two 
sets, one on. each side of the line of 
railway, so that a train moving out- 
ward operates in succession a set of 
semaphores on one side of the line of 
railway, while a train moving inward 
operates in succession a similar set of 
semaphores on the opposite side of a 
line of railway. 

“By means of this arrangement every 
train moving in either direction op- 
erates danger signals to any other 
train traveling in the opposite direc- 
tion. 


| “The device whereby the semaphores 
postly of the Manzanillo variety,#rom are successively operated)" s0-as to 


place thém in the danger position, is 
also provided with a stop, or button. 
which actuates a reversing device, 
whereby each such semaphore signal is 
pulled back into the position of non- 
danger at the moment a train or loco- 


which such semaphore signals are car- 
ried, and simultaneously with the 
throwing of a semaphore into the dan- 
ger position the signal being passed by 
the train or locomotive engine, is 
thrown back into the non-danger posi- 
tion. 

‘The levers operated by the aforesaid 
yielding device may be connected me- 
chanically to the semaphore arms, so 
as to operate them by linkage and lev- 
erage coupling, or they may be op- 
erated by electro-magnets or solenoids.

THE BOOK REVIEW. 


Mrs. Graham Reads a Paper on Its 
Value. 


an interesting paper on “The Value of 
the Book Review,” at the meeting of 
the Friday Morning Club yesterday. 
She said in part: “In spite of the 
changing of fashion and fancy there is 
always a minority, a remnant, who are 
competent to pass upon the inherent 
vigor of the world’s work, to discern 
the truth and honesty and lastingness 
of any performance; a few who are 
sane, judicial, calm of mind, each in 
his own line learned, but all in the 
broader sense acquainted with the 
world. These, when we have found 
them, should be our critics. 

“Is it strange that publishers and 
booksellers combine to catch the eye 
and ear of the great, vast-reading, 
noisy public, and authors who have 
made a, business of writing, who meant 
in the beginning to make a business 
honestly of art, too often come to make 
a@ business of pleasing this mass of 
readers ?’’ 

The speaker asserted that the public 
was sorely in need of literary dictator- 
ship, and was quite as unable to select 
its dictators as to select its books: 
that she appreciated the necessity of 
the reflecting of the view of the major- 
ity or even the minority by the press, 
but along with it, certainly in art and 
literature, it was desirable to know the 
best thought of the best. people. . 

Continuing, the speaker said: “No 
rule for the development of literary 
taste can be laid down; it is none the 
less true, however, thatinan age when 
books are as the sands of the sea for 
multitude, one cannot read everything 
and no one can afford to scorn advice. 
To tell us what is worth reading and, 
having read it, to help us to a proper 
estimate of its«worth, are the offices 
of a book review. Its value is the 
value of the opinion of the one who 
writes it—no more, no less. 

“What we need is a sifting of public 
opinion, an opportunity to find the 
men and women whose critical judg- 
ment subsequent events have oftenest 
corroborated. 

“For however influential the good 
critic may he in moulding public opin- 
ion, he cannot keep it in shape. Liter- 
ature is above and superior to criticism 
ens, one neither be killed nor kept alive 

y it. 

“It is too early to even surmise con- 
cerning the permanence of writers of 
our own day, much less concerning the 
permanence Of our critics, but it is safe 
to say that sanity, patience, charity 
and scientific study will outlast bitter-

A BOLD BURGLARY. 


(Several Shots Exchanged Between 
One of the Robbers and Mer- 
chant Bretner—Shepherd’s Safe 
Robbed of 865 and Valuable 
Papers—No Clew. 


The general merchandise store of L. 
EB. Shepherd at Norwalk was entered 
at an early hour yesterday morning by 
burglars, who blew open the safe and 
Secured $65 in money and many valua- 
ble papers. Knives and other articles 
were taken from the store. 

The presence of the burglars in the 
store was discovered by L. L. Bretner, 
who conducts a hardware store adjoin- 
ing the place occupied by Shepherd, 
and who sleeps in the rear of the build- 
ing. His attention was attracted by 
@ noise at the front door, and, grasp- 

. Ing a lamp and a revolver, he proceeded 
to investigate. 

Mr. Bretner went to the front door 
and found that the screen had been 
secured from the outside. While in the 
act of forcing it open, the report of a 
revolver was heard at his right, fol- 
lowed by the crashing of window panes 
and a bullet; its force spent, emerged 
od aa the screen and fell at Bretner’s 
eet. 

Bretner at once extinguished the 
lamp and retreated a few steps toward 
the rear of the store. Advancing cau- 
tiously, he opened fire in the direction 
of a tree immediately in front of the 
store, behind which he believed his as- 
Sailant to have taken refuge. Simul- 
taneously there was an explosion in the 
gadjoining store, caused by the charge 
placed in Shepherd’ s safe, and followed 
the noise of retreating footsteps. 
The alarm was at once spread, and 
neighbors called to the spot. 
Vestigation it was found that Shep- 
herd’s safe had been blown open and 
nearly all the contents taken away. 
Sheriff Burr was at once notified by 
telephone and he, accompanied by Dep- 
uty Sheriff White,, went to Norwalk 
early yesterday morning to investigate. 
The officers are satisfied that thrée 
men were engaged in the work, and 
that they were experienced in the bwsi- 
ness. -Two of the men went into the 
store while the third remained on guard 
on the outside. The latter was at his 
Post when Mr. Bretner came to the 
door, and, locating him by aid of the 
mp he was carrying, fired twice at 
etnér through the windows, the bul- 
léts penetrating two panes, the frame- 
de and the screen. The assailant 
en fled, according to the officers’ ver~- 
n, and was' soon after joined by his 
confederates.

POSTAL SAVINGS BANKS. A Los 
Angeles paper recently published inter- 
views with citizens on the subject of 
postal savings banks. Most of the in- 
terviews were unfavorable to the sys- 
tem, but, thén, most of those inter- 
viewed were’ bankers, Which perhaps 
explains this -fact. 

There is, however, very little doubt 
that the establishment of postal sav- 
ings banks in the United States, in 
common with- most other civilized 
countries, is only a question of time, 
and not of a very long time, either. 
The bankers would do well to make up 
their minds to this, and prepare for the 
changed conditions. It is not likely 
that the establishment of a postal sav- 
ings system would affect existing 
banks so much as some people suppose, 
because the deposits in such a govern- 
ernment bank would come almost en- 
tirely from small depositors, and 
largely from those who at present do 
mot patronize the banks at all. 

That the postal savings system i§ an 
excellent thing, encouraging the habit 
of thrift among the wage-earning 
classes, has been amply and conclu- 
sively proved in the several cofiniries 
where the systém has been adopted. 


COMMERCIAL. 


AMERICAN FRUIT IN EUROPE. 
The inroads which have deen made by 
California on the fruit trade of Europe 
have begun to arouse the attention of 
eastern papers. Commenting upon the 
fact that California fruits have found 
a good market in Europe this year, at 
prices that were profitable to the ex- 
porter, the New York Sun says: 

“The reason is that the fruits sent 
abroad last month were of the best 
quality, that they were more carefully 
packed than formerly, and that the 
provision made for their transporta- 
tion across the continent and across 
the Atlantic was of a more.écientific 
character than it had been in other 
years. 

“When the exportation was begun 
upon a large scale three seasons ago 
the California exporters did not pos- 
sess the experience needed to make 
their merchandise acceptable abroad, 
and hence it was that they suffered 
loss. We are glad to learn that the 
pears, plums and other fruits of the 
Pacific Coast received in the English 
market during September have been of 


prime quality and in prime condition, | 


and have brought prices much higher 
than those of any other year. The de- 
mand thus far has surpassed the sup- 
ply, but California can meet any meas- 
urable requirement. 

“It may be said that there are other 
States of our Union much nearer to 
Europe than is California, which can 
help her along in the foreign markets. 
Why, we have the assurance from 


Connecticut that the market value of | 


this year’s peach crop in that wide- 
awake State will go beyon®s a million 
dollars. Looking next at the peach 
crop of New York State, including that 
of Ulster county, which is too great for 


the pickers, and looking at the enor-° 


mous crop in several other States, we 
can remark with safety that no coun- 
try of Europe ought to suffer for the 
lack of American peaches in their sea- 
son. 

“For California canned fruits there 
is an increasing demand in Europe. 
We take leave to inform Europe that 
the canned fruits of New York are lus- 
cious and wholesome and, are unsur- 
passed by any that can be bought in 
this world.”

HOME PRODUCTS. A neat four- 


; — pamphlet has been prepared by 
the 


Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ 
Association, to be distributed among 
housewives, when they are called upon 
by lady canvassers employed by the 
association. The secretary of the asso- 
ciation reports that the canvassing is 
progressing favorably, and: has shown 
satisfactory results, notwithstanding 
the fact that the women have been 
at work only a few days. Wives of Los 
Angeles citizens have shown that they 
appreciate the importance of the move- 
ment, and are willing to codperate. It 
is believed that in a short time local 
manufacturers and merchants will feel 
the effects of the canvassing, The fol- 
9 ted is an extract from the pamph- 
et: 


“Now let us calculate how a strict 
observance of the rule, ‘patronize home 
industry,’ will affect you. There are in 
this city not less than 20,000 families. 
Suppose that each family spends on 
an average $10 per week for the neces- 
saries of life. That means at least $200,- 
000 is spent every week in this city for 
actual necessities of life. Of this $200,- 
000, $100,000 is spent for raw material; 
at least $75,000 is spent for labor, and 
the balance is used as profit to the 
manufacturer and retailer. Of course 
this does not include clerk hire and 
other expenses incumbent upon the 
manufacturer and merchant in the 
management of his business. 

“Now, if only one-half of the money 
so spent is used for home products, 
it follows that the amount of money 
paid out for labor, clerk hire, etc., is 
reduced. just so much in proportion, 
and the other half is sent East to 
make comfortable homes and give em- 
ployment to the eastern working 
classes, and that money is taken out 
of the circulation at home. It does not 
require a very long stretch of the 
imagination, or a very difficult problem 
in arithmetic to discover that if the 
money earned here is spent on foreign 
articles, we will be the losers, and the

proposition. This rule does not simply 
apply to the food you eat or the cloth- 
ing you wear, but it applies to every 
channel in the commercial and indys- 
trial spheres of this or any other sec- 
tion.

STATE OF TRADE. 


Bradstreet’s and Dun’s Reviews for 
the Week. 
{ASSUCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


NEW YORK, Oct. 22.—Bradstreet’s tomor- 
row will say: ‘While the general trade 
movement is somewhat irregular and there 
are further evidences of falling off in demand 
and volume, business continues of large pro- 
portions. Speculation in wool has ceased and 
demand for the staple is less than for weeks 
past. Cotton goods are dull on the weakness 
of raw cotton, and jobbers report dry goods 
slower than a week ago. Interior merchants 
in the Central West have not distributed 
fail stocks as promptly as was expected, and 
many jobbers at western centers find that 
they over-estimated the consumptive demand 
when securing fall goods. Unseasonably warm 
Weather has interfered with the movement of 
héavy goods at the west, but rains in Kansas, 
Oklahoma and Nebraska have improved the 
agricultural outlook. Relatively the greatest 
activity in trade is reported by Kansas City 
and Omaha merchants. While quarantine reg- 
ulations have been raised in Texas and mod- 
ified in Louisiana, business throughout most 
of the Gulf Statés rémains practically ata 
standstill. Almost all the large eastern cities 
report a decreased movement 6f merchandise 
and a tendency of collections to fall away, 
notably Baltimore, owing to its southern con- 
nections. 

“The industrial situation continues to fur- 
nish employment to as many persons as at 
any preceding period this year, and at higher | 
wages. Production of iron, steel, machinery, 
stoves, car structural work, glass and woolen 
goods continues heavy. Steel mills have 
orders jo carry them into 1898, and decline 
contracts for next year’s delivery. This éx- \ 
plains the advance in the price of Bessemer 
pig iron, while the foundry grades remain 
unchanged. The extraordinarily heavy and 
aoe increasing production of iron ts start- 
ng wu 
though consumption is heavy, it is not im- 
probable that production may outrun it in 
the near future, which constitutes an unfav- 
orable point in the outlook. , 
“Exports of wheat (flour included as wheat) 
from both coasts of the United States and 
Canada this wéek amount to 5,552,172 bushels 
against 6,039,000 bushels last week, 4,077,000 
bushels in the week a year ago, and 2,658,0C0 
bushels two years ago. 

“There are 205 business failures reported 
throughout the United States this week, 


year ago, and 259 two years ago. 

“There are twenty-seven business failures 
reported from Canada this week, a total con- 
siderably smaller than that of last week, or 
in the third week of Octobey of any of the 
four preceding years.’’ 


Bradstreet’s Financial Review. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 22.—Bradstreet’s financial 
review tomorrow will say: 
sulting from the recent specultive announce- 
Ment seems to be over, and the miarket this 
week displayed more or less disposition to 
rally. The fact that J. P. Morgan has ar- 
rived in London, and, according to all ac- 
counts, has given out favorable views of the 
situation here, is regarded as likely to have 
a. good effect. As the flow of funds to the 
interior has been checked, and interest rates | 
show a tendency to weaken, the market here 
is not disturbed by the apparent efforts of 
the leaders of the London money marke 
and the Bank of England, to obstruct gol 
importations to this country. It might be 
mentioned that the measurable success of 
the means taken for this object is more than 
likely to improve the speculative interest of 
London in this market. The apparent closing 
of negotiations as to the disposal of the in- 
dependent gas organizations in Chicago, and 
their acquisition by interests allied with the 
Chicago Gas Company, removed a disturbing 
influence in the market, and the ‘street’ has 
been much more inclined to pay attention to 
the condition of business and the railroad 
earnings. The latter continue to be satisfac- 
tory, and much stress is laid on the declara- 
tions of leading railroad officials that increas- 
ing general merchandise freights make 
amends for any falling off in the grain move- 
ment. Thete is, however, an tmpression fn 
Some quarters that no decided movement in 
prices is probable while the elections in New 
York and elsewhere are pending and the 
meeting of Congress is near at hand. At- 
tempt has also been made to revive the fear 
of complications in our relations with Spain, 
and rumors have been circulated that opposi- 
tion bids to that of the reorganization syndi- 
cate will be forthcoming at the foreclosure 
sale of the Union Pacific property next month. 
The market being still narrow, such factors 
had some effect, and at times the p ings 
sore dull or affected by reactionary tenden- 

es.’’ 


Dun’s Weekly Review. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 22.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
weekly review of trade will say tomorrow: 
“After the heaviest buying ever known in 
many branches during September and the 
first half of October, it was both natural and 
desirable that a more quiet period should give 
time for testing the size and temper of the 
retail trade, and for distributing part of the 
enormous quantities bought. In textile goods 
the rush of orders went far beyond all dis- 
tributive demand in August, and represented 
great replenishment of stocks, and the similar 
rush for goods has been correspondingly great 
in other lines during the past two months. In 
iron and steel and in boots and shoes there 
was actual danger of a speculative inflation 
of prices, such as was seen in 1895, but it 
has been avoided apparently for this season 
by the solid sense of leading men who regard 
a time of comparative quiet as essential to 
the coming and permanence of prosperity in 
their lines. As the buying for replenishment 
is partially satisfied and diminished there is 
some decrease in the volume of transactions. 
Though at the same time the working force 
has further increased, the wages of labor 
‘have been in numerous cases advanced, and 
the foundation laid more broadly every week 
for larger buying and business hereafter. 

“The iron industry waits because possible 

production for the year has been practically 
ordered, while neither buyers nor sellers re- 
gard contracts at current prices for next year’s 
business as quite safe. Bessemer pig is a 
shade weaker at 10.40, and gray forge at 9.50 
at Pittsburgh, while billets are hard to get 
at any price, so much has the current de- 
mand come to exceed production. Sales of 
warrant pig iron at Philadelphia 25 cents be- 
low is not, in fact, a decline. New business 
in finished products is almost of necessity 
smaller, since manufacturing works are 
nearly all full for months ahead; the plate 
mills at the West were so full that they 
could not compete at all for three Rocke- 
feller vessels, requiring 200 tons each. The 
demand for bars is the best for a long time, 
and contracts for the East River bridge and 
for numerous new buildings and railway 
bridges are still pending. 
. “The coke output has risen to 145,033 tons 
weekly, and is the largest known for years. 
Anthracite coal is sold at $4.15 in New York 
Harbor, or cents below the circular, and 
conservative estimates make the year’s output 
40,500,000 tons. The only noteworthy feature 
in minor metals is a sensational collapse in 
lead of thirty points, on sales of 30,000 tons. 

‘Sales of wool have sharply decreased again 
at Boston, amounting to only 3,043,000 pounds, 
against over 13,000,000 pounds the last week 
in September, and the week theréd was the 
dullest since Jaunary 7. Some large offerings 
were made to realize profits before prices fell, 
but quotations remained unchanged because 
even at half a cent decline buyers were not 
disposed to take hold. 

“The produce market acted with as little 
apparent reason as usual. Although Atlantic 
exports of wheat were 3,756,607 bushels, flour 
included, and for three weeks of October 10,- 
039,908 bushels, against 7,542,214 last year, 
with western receipts not haifa million bush- 
els larger, the price advanced 2% cents. 

“Failures for the week were 224 in the 
United States, against 274 last yean and 36 
in Canada, against 60 last year.’’

NEW YORK, Oct. 22.—Today’s stock mar- 
ket was a contest between professional trad- 
ers, and the results show a hard battle be- 
tween ‘the bulls and bears, net changes being 
extremely narrow in almost all cases, but 
those on the side of gains being very few.

Reports from the winter-wheat dis- 
tricts east of the Mississippi showed a de- 
cidedly gloomy, not to say sénsational, state 
of affairs on account of the drought. The fall- 
ing off in the domestic receipts also attracted 
attention. Chicago got 144 cars, against 244 a 
year ago; Minneapolis and Duluth reported 
852 cars, compared with 1072 a week ago, and 
1227 the corresponding day of the year before. 
The total receipts of western primary mark- 
ets were 1,040,000 bushels, against 1.131,000 
bushels a year ago. There was some disap- 
pointment at the comparative weakness in the 
Paris market, but this reaction lasted only 
a few minutes, and was succeeded by a 
brisker demand than at any period of the day.

Bert Babcock Slashes His Wrists 
with a Pocket Knife—Supposed

SANTA ANA, Oct. 22.—({Regular Corre- 
spondence,] A young fellow named Bert Bab- 
cock attempted to commit suicide last Thurs- 
day night in a stable in Anaheim, where he 
was working.

| LEGAL COMPLICATIONS OVER THE 
CASE OF THE ACTING WARDEN. 


It Might Have Been Murder Had He 
Obeyed the Order to Hang 


Ebunks—Two Boys Steal a Horse 
and BRuggy—Map of the Original 
Tidal Line. 


SAN DIEGO, Oct. 22.—[Regular Correspond- 
uentin 
Prison has been cited to appear before Su- 
perior Judge Torrance of this county, to show 
cause why he should not be punished for 
contempt, in failing to hang Joseph Japhet 
Ebanks, October 8, as ordered by the court, 
but according to the opinions of several law- 
yers who have been delving into this subject 
during the past few days, it is probable that 
Edgar will not take the trouble to come all 
the way down to San Diego, in accordance 
with the expressed wish of Judge Torrance. 

In the first place, say the local legal lights, 
there is no law authorizing the warden of 
the State’s prison or the Board of Prison Di- 
rectors to appoint an acting or deputy war- 
den, and that consequently if anybody was 
cited to appear for contempt it should have 
been Warden Hale himself, and not Edgar, 
that again, Judge Torrance sentenced Ebanks 
to be hanged between sunrise and sunset on 
the 8th day of October, 1897, and that conse- 
quently the warden of the prison would have 
complied with the order of the court had he 
deferred the execution until 5 o’clock in the 
evening, hence there was no violation of the 
order there, as the hour of 10:30 a.m. had 
been set by the warden as a matter of con- 
venience, and could be changed by him to 
re | other hour of the day between sunris: 
and sunset. 

Again, if there is no law empowering the 

warden or the Board of Prison Directors to 
appoint an acting or deputy warden, what 
would have been the result had Acting War- 
den Edgar sprung the trap that would have 
sent Ebanks ta his.doom? There are those 
who claim it would have been murder in the 
first degree. 
Torrance’s order was that Ebanks 
should be delivered by the Sheriff of this 
county to the warden of the State's prison at 
San Quentin, and that he should, on the 
day and date above given, between the hours 
of suprise and sunset, be, by said warden, 
hanged by the neck until dead. 

Ebanks was delivered to Warden Hale by 
Deputy Sheriffs Fred M. Jenning and W. M. 
Ward, both legal attachés of the Sheriff's 
office, on the morning of October 2, and on 
that same day Warden Male departed for the 
East, leaving the order of Judge Torrance to 
hang Ebanks.tq be executed by Edgar, This 
phase of the matter is creating added interest 
in the case here, and the opinion prevails 
that if the prison directors haye or had not 
the power. to appoint an acting warden, the 
officers here will have their trouble for their 
pains, so to speak. 

JUVENILE CRIMINALS. 

George Viberg and George Cooper, two lads 
of this city, have been arrested on a serious 
charge. About a week ago the boys obtained 
a horse, wagon and harness from R. L. Vi- 
berg’s feed corral on the pretense of hauling 
‘some freight down to the steamer at the 
wharf, but instead they drove the rig around 
to another corral and sold it, receiving thera- 
for the sum of $14, With this money the two 
youngsters immediately proceeded thr.

Appointment of the New Justice and 
Recorder. 


REDLANDS, Oct. 22.—[Regular Correspond- 
ence.] The death of Justice of the Peace 
and City Recorder Camp leaves a ‘airly-re- 
munerative appointive office vacant in this 
city, for which several applicants are already 
in the fleld, Redlands is entitled to two Jus- 
tices, and the man who is appointed by the 
County Board of Supervisors to fill the place 
left vacant by the death of Justice Camp, 
will in all probability be the next City Re- 
corder. The home of the other local Justice, 
S. R. Baker, is outside the city limits, and 
this fact renders him ineligible for the posi- 
tion of Recorder. 

There are already three outspoken anpli- 
cants for the place, and the returns are not 
all in. The gentlemen referred to are: C. T. 
Gifford, E, C. Warren and A, M. Foster. Mr. 
Gifford is the secretary of the Redlands 
Chamber of Commerce. He has resided here 
for some years, and has always been active 
in public affairs. Mr. Warren is nnother long- 
time resident. He has been in the «mploy 
of the Domestic Water Company in various 
capacities, and is held in high »steem in the 
community. Mr. Foster is the head of the 
Redlands Abstract and Title Company, rnd 
has had considerable experience in legal lines. 
It is generally conceded that the fight will be 
between Gifford nd Warren. 

The Justice receives $75 a month salary for 
criminal business, The fees for civil and city 
cases average $25 a month additional.

gotiations resulted in the transfer of 
Alaska to the United States, The views 
of the French monarch who s0 care- 
lessly ceded to England the “few square 
miles of snow,” which constituted the 
province of Quebec, would meet no 
sympathy in the land of the white Czar. 
Expansion has been the rule of itus- 
sia ever since the overthrow of the 
Tartar yoke; and when it became gen- 
erally known in Petersburg that the 
purchase had been concluded, the dis- 
approbation scarcely restrained itself. 

But to lose a country full of gold 
mines—nay not to lose, to willingly 
barter away land in which gold was 
even then known to exist! Ay, there’s 
the rub! Perhaps there would have 
been no need to welcome President 
Faure so royally to Russia had the 
United States not absorbed Alaska, No 
need, then, of the friendship of French 
financiers. 

Among those who, today, are anx- 
iously looking up all correspondence 
relating to the sale, to discover whether 
or not some technical flaw may per- 
chance be brought to light, the Grand 
Duke Paul is the most prominent fig- 
ure. The eye of military Russia is 
anxiously fixed upon this young man— 
he is only 37—as he would play no un- 
important part in event of any diffi- 
culty between Russia and other na- 
tions, 

His military experience has been con- 
siderable. He served on the general 
staff of Shobeloff in the Turco-Russian 
campaign in 1877, where he distin- 
guished himself by bravery at the tak- 
ing of Plevna. He was present at the 
treaty of Santo Stefano, by which the 
European coalition prevented the Rus- 
sians from entering Constantinople, 
and at the battle of Penjdeh, under 
Gen. Komaroff, he won great honors in 
the contest against the English for the 
supremacy of Central Asia. Such is the 
opinion of his military and strategic 
ability that, in the event of any war 


with Russia, he would unquestionably 


‘be regarded as the Russian Moltke. 
From the commencement of _ the 

Transsiberian Railway project, which, 

starting from Moscow, will plow its 


Grand Duke Paul! has been its deeply- 
interested advocate. He has great 
faith in the immense undeveloped re- 
sources of Russian Asia, and the ad- 
vantages that will be gained by the 
opening of the new line. The total 
length of the road is about five thou- 
sand six hundred miles, running 
through what may aptly be termed 
Russia’s “Inland Australia,”’ and the 
Grand Duke devoted much of his en- 
ergy and his fortune to the wheat 
lands of the Siberian plateaus. It is 
expected that the road wil! be com- 
pleted in 1905. 

He was one of those most active in 
endeavoring to demonstrate the advan- 
tages of Franco-Russian alliance, 
which, 1 his opinion, are as follows: 
That French consent is thereby prac- 
tically assured to any of Russia's as- 
pirations either in Asia or toward the 
Mediterranean; also, what is of prime 
importance, that the negotiations of 
any Russian loan will be sure of ac- 
ceptance upon the Paris Exchange. 

In person, the Grand Duke is a hand- 
some man of thoroughly Russian type, 
with commanding presence. He is a 
devout member of the Orthodox church 
of his nation, a firm believer in death 
as a punishment for nihilism, and a 
leader of the party which has for its 
object the expulsion of the Jews from 
Russia. Among his personal™friends 
may be mentioned Verestchagin, 
painter and writer; Tolstoi the novelist, 
and the late Anton Rubinstein, the 
famous musician. | 

In an extract from the Grand Duke's 
speech, made at a dinner given in his 
honor by the “Patriotic League for the 
Defense of Russia," since the discovery 
of the Alaskan gold fields, he is quoted 
as saying: 

‘The branch road from the Amon- 
Daria, through the Verkhoyansk Moun- 
jains could easily move toward the 
Bering Sea, and from there become a 
great menace to United States inter- 
ests, while France, by preventing the 
English army from giving aid to the 
Americans, would harmonize with the 
operations of the Siberian flotilla.

STRIKING SHIRT-MAKEBS. 


Employees Refuse to Work Unless 
the Foreman is Discharged. 
Morris Cohn is advertising for a new 
force of fifty women, two cutters and 
ten boys to work in his shirt factory 
on Los Angéles street. The old force 
has struck. At Jeast the majority of 
workers in the factory walked out at 
noon last Wednesday, and the present 

chances are that they will stay out. 

When the factory was started about 
& year ago the operators were placed 
under the charge of Miss Rivers, the 
forewoman, and a man named Mc- 
Namara, the principal cutter. There 
has been no regular foreman. Mc- 
Namara has been popular with the em- 
ployés, 

Last Monday a man named Whitney 
was installed as machinist and fore- 
man. Whitney and his wife are just 
out from Boston, and were not known 
to the operators in the factory. Mrs. 
Whitney was given a place as cutter 
under Miss Rivers. Some of the em- 
ployés got it into their heads that Miss 
Rivers and McNamara were to be dis- 
charged as soon as Whitney and his 
wife had learned the ways of the es- 
tablishment sufficiently to take charge. 
This raised.a great deal of ill-feeling, 
which spread until it culminated 
Wednesday morning in an open row. 

An alarm of fire had sounded, and 
the boys rushed to the windows to see 
the engines. After the excitement had 
died down the boys were ordered back 


to work by Whitney, who reproved 
them for idling in working hours. All | 
obeyed except one boy called Albert. 
Whitney repeated the order, and the, 
boy retorted that Whitney was not his 
boss, and that he would not stir unless | 
he felt Jike it. Whitney threatened | 
him with discharge if he were not more 
obedient and respectful, and as the boy 
only grew more imperiinent in his re- 
plies, Mr. Cohn was summoned to ad- 
just matters. Albert promptly began 
to cry and apologize and begged not to 
be discharged, promising better be- 
havior in future, so Mr. Cohn, after a 
sharp reprimand, gent him back to his 
— with directions to behave him- 
self. 

Slight as this trouble was it fur- 
nished a pretext for the smoldering dis- 
content of the employés to break forth 
into open warfare. At noon thirty girls, 
four boys and two cutters struck work, 
refusing to go back unless Whitney 
and his wife were discharged. As Mr. 
Cohn has flatly refused to do this, the 
strikers are out yet and their places 
are rapidly being filled by fresh opera-. 
tors. 

The strikers complain bitterly of 
starvation wages and of the fact that 
some of the work was sent out to be 
done by Chinese. ‘ 

Mr. Cohn declares that all operators 
are paid by the piece, according to the 
San Francisco schedule, with 10 per 
cent. extra every six months. He also 
says there has been no complaint about 
wages. As to the .Chinese labor, cer- 
tain low-grade goods are sent out be- 
cause it would not pay to handle them 
in the factory. The sole trouble, he 
says, was about the foreman.
